The train was stopped and the 
body picked up and carried to Red 
Oak and placed in charged of ,1 .

reported the accident to the division 
superintendent's office and Coroner 
Deitrich was notified. 

The coroner and train crew 
to Red Oak at 10 o'clock this fore- 
noon on an extra, where an imiiu>st 
was held. It was found that the 
deceased was a deaf and dumb man, 

by alphabets and a paper so stating 
that were on his person.

the deceased. 

The man was sin: feet tall, had 
blonde hair partially gray, and a 
short beard. His eyes were blue.

He 
wore a pair of heavy shoes, blue 
pantaloons, a striped shirt, grey 
striped black coat and vest, and a 
black alouoh hat.
